To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Tutbury  Rural  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  falls  to  me  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1950,  although  only  appointed  as  from  1st 
October,  1950. 

The  vital  statistics  of  the  area  compare  favourably 
with  those  of  the  country  as  a  whole.  The  Birth  Rate  is 
considerably  higher  (18.3)  as  opposed  to  15.8  and  has 
increased  while  that  of  the  country  has  decreased.  The 
death  rates,  especially  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate,  are 
lower  than  the  national  figures  and  show  a  decrease 
from  the  previous  year’s  figures. 

Infectious  Diseases  have  been  less  prevalent  than 
in  1949,  and  though  there  was  a  slight  increase  in  the 
number  of  cases  of  Poliomyelitis,  fortunately  no  deaths 
resulted  during  the  year. 

There  has  been  a  regrettable  drop  in  the  numbers 
of  children  immunised  against  Diphtheria,  approximately 
39%.  If  this  continues  we  shall  be  faced  with  a  recurr¬ 
ence  of  Diphtheria  epidemics  in  the  near  future. 

I  have  to  thank  my  predecessor.  Dr.  C.  N.  Smith 
for  leaving  me  a  well  organised  department,  and  the 
Members  of  the  Council,  the  Council  Officers  and  the 
Health  Department  Stalf  for  their  help  and  co-operation.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water 

The  supply  of  water  to  the  greater  part  of  the  Rural 
District  is  by  the  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Com¬ 
pany, and  the  quality  and  quantity  have  been  satisfactory. 
Water  mains  were  completed  in  the  Yoxall  Parish  during 
the  year.  A  scheme  has  been  approved  for  a  public 

supply  of  water  to  the  Parishes  of  Tatenhill  and  Dunstall.

Tuibury  Parish  is  supplied  from  a  well  and  reser¬ 
voir  by  the  Rural  District  Council.  The  quality  is 
satisfactory.  The  yield  of  water  in  the  well  materially 
decreases  during  drought  and  shift  working  of  the  pumps 
has  to  be  put  into  operation.  The  Council  have  received 
a  report  on  the  supply  and  storage  position  and  certain 
works  are  contemplated  during  the  next  twelve  months 
which  should  improve  the  supply  of  water  to  this  parish. 
Water  mains  were  extended  in  Fishpond  Lane  and 
Holts  Lane,  I'utbury. 

The  water  supply  to  the  Tutbury  Parish  is 
chlorinated  as  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
Bacteriological  examination  and  chemical  analysis  have 
been  made  of  this  water,  and  it  was  found  that  the  Coli 
Aerogenes  Content  (presumptive  Coli)  was  Nil  per  100 
ml.  after  48  hours  incubation  at  37''  C.  The  chemical 
analysis  showed  the  water  to  be  organically  of  satis¬ 
factory  quality,  but  very  hard.

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Sewers  were  laid  in  Craythorne  Lane,  Stretton, 
Holts  Lane  and  Fishpond  Lane,  Tutbury  and  St.  Mary’s 
Drive,  Stretton  Schemes  have  been  approved  for  sewers 
to  serve  an  estate  off  Clays  Lane,  Branston. 


Schemes  for  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  have 
been  submitted  for  the  Parishes  of  Yoxall,  Rolleston,  and 
parts  of  Anslow  and  Dunstall  parishes,  and  a  new  sewage 
pumping  station  for  Rolleston  Sewage  Disposal  Works 
was  completed  and  put  into  operation. 


Public  Cleansing 

The  domestic  scavenging  has  now  been  extended 
to  every  parish,  and  the  work  has  been  of  a  satisfactory 
standard  throughout  the  year. 


Closet  Accommodation 

57  privies  or  pan  closets  have  been  abolished  and 
water  closets  substituted  by  owners  during  the  year.

Smoke  Abatement 

There  has  been  one  smoke  nuisance  during  the 
year.  Notice  was  served  requiring  the  abatement  of  the 
nuisance,  and  no  further  action  has  been  necessary. 


Camping  Sites 

There  are  no  recognised  camping  sites  in  the 
District. 


Swimming  Baths 

The  only  swimming  bath  in  the  district  is  a 
privately  owned  one  in  the  village  of  Rolleston-on-Dove. 
This  appears  to  be  well  managed  and  supervised. 


Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs 

One  Council  House  was  found  to  be  infested  with 
bed  bugs.  Spraying  with  a  10%  solution  of  D.D.T. 
proved  an  effectual  remedy. 

Approximately  14  Council  Houses,  adjacent  to  two 
refuse  tips,  were  found  to  be  infested  with  crickets.  The 
use  of  D.D.T.  powder  and  spraying  with  a  10%  solution 
of  D.D.T.  overcame  the  infestation. 

A  monthly  treatment  of  the  tips  with  a  water 
soluble  tip  dressing  was  carried  out.

The  total  of  74  cases  is  a  decrease  of  23  cases  compared 
with  the  figure  for  1949 

There  were,  however,  12  new  cases  during  the  year,  and  7 
cases  attributable  to  the  year,  were  removed  from  the  register, 
showing  in  all  a  nett  increase  of  5  cases. 

The  decrease  is  due  to  a  revision  of  the  register  which  is 
not  as  yet  completed,  but  should,  it  is  expected,  show  a  further 
decrease  in  195  i. 

The  revision  has  shown  that  liaison  between  the  various 
bodies  concerned  has  been  inadequate,  and  it  is  hoped  that  in 
future  information  about  cases  will  be  more  adequate  and  up-to- 
date. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  Sanatorium  accommoda¬ 
tion,  nor  is  there  any  prospect  of  improvement  in  the  near  future.

Sound  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  in 
the  public  health  field  in  respect  of  the  connection  of 
many  existing  premises  to  the  South  Staffordshire 
Waterworks  mains,  and  the  abolition  of  pan  closets. 


Food  hygiene  is  receiving  increased  attention, 
and  many  improvements  have  been  made  in  food  prem¬ 
ises  in  the  area. 


Thanks  are  due  to  the  staff  of  the  public  health 
department  for  their  good  work  during  the  year,  and  I 
am  grateful  for  the  excellent  support  received  from  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee.

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Water  Supply 

TO  Samples  of  water  supialy  from  private  sources 
were  submitted  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  reports 
and  9  samples  found  to  be  unfit  for  drinking  purposes. 
The  occupiers  of  the  premises  involved  in  adverse  reports 
were  advised  to  boil  their  water  before  use. 

Four  of  the  nine  premises  have  now  been  connect¬ 
ed  to  the  South  Staffs.  Waterworks  mains.  The  owners 
of  two  other  premises  have  been  requested  to  connect 
their  premises  to  the  South  Staffs  Waterworks  mains. 
In  the  three  other  cases,  a  public  supply  is  not  available 
but  in  one  of  these,  a  public  supply  is  expected  to  be 
available  within  the  next  twelve  months. 

The  greatly  increased  cost  of  connections  to  public 
mains  is  a  severe  burden  to  property  owners.  It  is  to  be 
hoped,  however,  that,  with  the  completion  of  the  new 
water  schemes  in  the  various  parts  of  the  district,  all 
affected  dwelling  houses  will  quickly  have  that  all 
important  amenity — a  pure  water  supply. 

Housing 

The  low  rents  and  high  maintenance  costs  of  many 
rural  cottages  renders  it  difficult  to  administer  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  Housing  Act.  In  one  instance  where  a 
notice  was  served,  the  owner  protested  that  he  received 
only  £2  per  half  year  in  rent.  A  minor  repair  would 
swallow  several  years  rent  in  such  a  case. 

Two  houses  were  recommended  for  demolition 
during  the  year  but  consideration  was  postponed  because 
of  the  shortage  of  new  houses.  Every  endeavour  has 
been  made  to  ensure  that  dwelling  houses  are  maintained 
in  a  wind  and  weatherproof  condition. 

SANITARY  Accommodation 

57  houses  with  either  pans  or  wet  ashpits  have 
been  converted  to  the  water  carriage  system. 

24  of  these  were  in  the  parish  of  Tutbury  in  which 
parish  38  premises  are  still  outstanding.  Many  of  these 
remaining  are  already  in  hand,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
parish  will,  where  practicable,  be  completely  converted 
to  the  water  carriage  system  in  1951. 
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Public  Cleansing 

The  collection  of  refuse  has  been  carried  out 
satisfactorily,  but  it  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to 
secure  the  replacement  of  defective  bins — an  essential 
factor  in  a  hygienic  service. 

The  control  of  the  tips  is  also  rendered  difficult  by 
the  length  of  haul  required  to  convey  covering  material. 
Particular  attention  is  paid  to  the  tips  adjacent  to  dwell¬ 
ing  houses. 

Salvage 

The  demand  for  waste  paper  which  had  fallen  to 
zero  during  1949,  increased  rapidly  in  1950  and  a  big 
effort  has  been  made  to  increase  the  collection.  The  use 
of  posters  and  the  issue  of  leaflets  to  individual  house¬ 
holds  has  helped  considerably,  and  a  trailer  has  been 
re-licensed  Collections  towards  the  end  of  the  year  were 
double  those  in  the  early  part  of  the  year. 

Approximately  25^  tons  of  waste  paper,  I  ton  12 
cwts.  of  textiles  and  3  tons  6  cwts.  of  metal  were  disposed 
of  during  the  year. 

Rodent  Control 

The  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  emphasi¬ 
ses  the  primary  obligation  as  being  upon  the  local 
authority  to  ensure  that,  so  far  as  practicable,  its  area  is 
kept  free  from  rats  and  mice.  All  surveys  now  aifect 
agricultural  land,  particularly  where  farms  adjoin 
dwelling  houses  and  complaints  of  infestation  have 
been  received  from  the  latter.  Regular  visits  have  been 
made  to  the  refuse  tips,  and  the  sewers  have  undergone 
tests  and  where  necessary  have  received  maintenance 
treatment.

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Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 

Cafes 

There  are  seven  cafes  in  the  district,  and  five 
have  now  a  constant  supply  of  hot  and  cold  water,  two 
of  them  having  secured  such  a  supply  during  the  year. 
One  of  the  remaining  two  is  in  the  Yoxall  Parish  and  the 
proprietor  has  agreed  to  connect  his  premises  to  the 
South  Staffs.  Waterworks  mains  which  were  laid  through 
the  parish  during  the  year.  The  other  cafe  proprietor  —  in 
Stretton  parish,  using  a  well  supply,  has  refused  to  con¬ 
nect  his  premises  to  the  South  Staffs.  Waterworks  mains. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Catering  Trade  Working  Party’s 
report  recommending  the  amendment  of  Section  13  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  IQ38,  to  provide  for  a  constant 
supply  of  hot  and  cold  water  at  all  catering  establish¬ 
ments  will  be  implemented  by  the  Government. 

Food  Vendors 

A  regular  inspection  was  made  of  food  premises. 
A  good  standard  of  cleanliness  has  been  maintained  and 
vendors  now  realise  that  the  consumer  demands  a  clean 
article  of  food. 

Extensive  alterations  were  made  to  a  bakery  at 
Tutbury  and  it  is  now  a  model  one. 

Several  premises  are  structurally  defective  and 
steps  are  being  taken  to  bring  them  up  to  the  required 
standard 

The  registration  of  premises  as  suggested  by  the 
Catering  Trade  Working  Party  will  enable  local  authori¬ 
ties  to  demand  that  all  food  premises  are  satisfactory  in 
all  respects. 

Ice  Cream 

There  are  two  manufacturers  and  twenty-four 
retailers  on  the  ice  cream  register.  Samples  were  taken 
from  each  premises  and  in  only  two  instances  were  the 
bacteriological  reports  unsatisfactory.  The  vendors 
concerned  obtained  their  ice  cream  from  manufacturers 
in  another  district,  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the 
authority  concerned  was  informed  in  order  that  the 
premises  of  both  manufacturer  and  retailer  could  be 
inspected. 
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Further  applications  are  being  received.  The 
premises  of  new  applicants  are  inspected  before  being 
registered,  and  the  vendor  commences  sale  with  satis¬ 
factory  premises.  The  provision  of  hot  and  cold  water 
on  the  premises  is  demanded  before  registration. 

Shops 

The  register  of  shops  is  now  complete  and  lOI 
shops  are  on  the  register.  Regular  visits  are  made  to  all 
premises. 

Dairies 

There  are  five  dairies  in  the  district  and  the 
standard  of  cleanliness  is  good. 

Disinfection 

Twenty  houses  were  disinfected  after  the  occur¬ 
rence  of  infectious  disease  or  deaths,  etc.  Investigations 
were  made  as  to  the  possible  source  of  infection  of  each 
case  of  infectious  disease. 

Disinfestation 

Fifteen  houses  were  disinfested  following  com¬ 
plaints  of  insect  infestation. 

The  various  refuse  tips  received  several  treatments 
with  insecticidal  tip  dressing  in  order  to  control  insect 
infestation. 

Caravans 

Five  annual  licences  have  been  issued  for  the  siting 
of  caravans  at  various  points  in  the  district.  Several  are 
of  the  luxury  type,  and  there  has  been  no  nuisance 
created  since  the  granting  of  the  licences. 

The  gipsy  problem,  however,  remains  acute  At 
frequent  intervals  the  gipsies  park  their  caravans  at 
various  sites  in  the  area,  and  with  the  co-operation  of  the 
police  are  removed  as  quickly  as  possible.  Complaints 
regarding  them  are  often  received,  but  the  complaints  are 
not  on  public  health  grounds  alone  They  refer  to  roam¬ 
ing  horses,  barking  dogs,  broken  fences,  damaged  crops, 
stolen  goods  and  litter  left  on  the  site.  The  problem  is 
a  national  one  and  the  Home  Secretary  is  asking  Chief 
Constables  for  local  reports.
